GERALD W. HALPENNY of Medicine '34 was elected to the 
position of President of the Students' Society, and Douglas 
H. Cross was elected Engineering representative to the Students' 
Council, in yesterday's ejections which* brought out many môré 
voters than usual in recent years. 

Voting Avas wider than usual, 1177 casting their ballots as 
compared to the 715 cast in the elections held in March last year. 
Engineering led the voting with 73% of the faculty casting their 
,votés, though Medicine led in numbers with 386 votes cast, 66% 
.of their numbers. Arts and Theology were the weakest voters, 
only a small proportion of their numbers entering the polls. Of 
the wl^ole student body of 2199, 53% cast their.votesi^- :T^^ 
closed at G.OO p.m. yesterday, and the retiiras were announced 
at 6.45. 

The hew President of the Studenfe 
Society, Gerald Halpenny, hoa been 
. ^Mrominent in McOlll' affairs since his 
entrance Into Mcaill m 1926. In that 

year )ie was Secretary of the Arts 
Undergraduate Society and a member 
of the University Band. In his Jun- 
ior Year ho was an executive of the 
Flayers' Club and has taken part In 
several Rod and White Revues.- , 

He was also class valedictorian in 
his graduating year, and^tben v;as 
Vice-President of Medicine !34. He 
has played on the Senior Football

RUTHERFORD'S WORK 



Former McGill Professor 
Formulated Important 
Theory 

The -history of the atom and the 
various theories which have been ad- 
vanced concerning its composition was 
traced last evcntag by Dr. William H. 
Barnes, leclui-er in Chemistry, in a lec- 
ture given under the auspices of the 
Society of Chemical Industry. 
- - At thè beginning of the nhieteenth 
centurj', Dalton brought forward the 
theory that matter was composed of 
atoms. Tills suggestion was the sttaiu- 
lus for experimentation the outcome 
of which was that' Dalton's theory was 
generally accepted as true. 

Shown Absurd 

Between 1808 and 1860 Walleston at- 
tempted to dlsplrove Dalton's theory 
and advanced one of his ovm. Front 
expressed the view that if all the 
atomic weights could be formed ac- 
curately enough they would all be 
whole numbers. This idea was very 
soon shown to be absurd. Amidst this 
uncertataty the discovery of how to 
synthesize organic compounds made 
the' atom very real indeed. 

By 1887 a great deal of work had 
been done on the results obtained by 
passing an electric current through a 
liquid, and it \^as discovered that 
solids, liquids and gases could be made 
to break up into, atoms consisting of 
positively and negatively changed par- 
ticles, protons and electrons respective- 
ly.-.. The .exhaustive study of radio- 
activity which wa\ being made at the 
time dld much to Uurpw lighi on the 
problem . of a^tomic stouoture. _ Shr Er-

Uhra-Modcm Period Began 
Only Relatively Lately 
In China 

• Taking as his cubject, "Modem 
Chinese Literature," Dr. Klang Kang- 
Hu addressed the regxUar monthly 
meeting ot the McGlU Alumnae So- 
ciety at 4.00 p. m. yesterday in the 
O. Common Room. 
Dr. Klang opened his discussion by 
saying that "Modem" depends on how 
long history Is. To Chinese history, 
"modem" means many limidreds of 
years. Ho first discussed modem llt- 

^^^SÉËS^^^Sj^'i^^'^'^'^''^ , vritten 
hisS«w^aPB«mained^' for 
many centuries. About the third 
century before Christ, Chinese writhig 
became very difficult so thè .Chinese 
(^riasty . decided that the writing, the 
Itt^ràtùrc and the language must be 
simplified. The first Emperor Invent- 
ed a new system of writing which be- 
came standardized and which started 
thé so-called school of moderh litera- 
ture. 

Strange Literatnre 

About the fourth century A.D. 
when China was divided into two em- 
pires,. North and Soutli,' A . strange. lit- 
erature developed. ; All spWn'cwr.weriB 
.tolancéd, t^t,.:ii3,4iiriifG^q^ 
riuriiiiér of words, Mialà^ 
turc of the words, was all required if 
the first sentence began with a noun 
the' sécond .would|dai^(tb»ia . Again 
all words'twéréi bw ^a^^ ^T^t.ii 

At vi^^J^^^t^m^uiui^^'^^aa^ 
writers bec^m^âred of this form and 
broke awayj-^ftojp^nvefitions. Hanyu 
was' tliê'grëaÇ^^piâerl^r tïifi'Rèri^ 
sance Movement, Iwho^sàll -that- writ- 
ing must be free and saw that the re- 
sult of this movement was' successful 
but not universal. 

Ariother form of writing, called 
"Examination Paper Writing" because 
it' was' used by those asphrtag to of- 
ficial positions, appeared during , the 
Sing Dynasty.

Miss 
Stierwood mentioned. the, famous head 
work of the Egyptians, the seyere 
simplicity of Greciro . work, the in- 
tricacy of the Etrti^ri.^ filigree work) 
passing rapidly over-iibe Roman per- 
iod of massive gold aii[d[-Jewels, to the 
more brilliant peridd^;^f Byzaritine 
rule at its height of^itotury in the 
eleventh century. " 

Next, Miss Sherwood' dealt briefly 
with the jewellery of .the .barbarians, 
strésslng in partlcular^|Jie livery fine 
work of the Celts, , who surpassed both 
the Greeks and Egyptlaris' in enamel 
work. The Renaissance marked - the 
return to classical designs In.-jewellery 
as; well, bub unfortunately,. .the.'; arti- 
sans refused to adhere '.to; the 'exact 
designs, often to the detriment of their 
beauty. 

During the seventeenth century 
jewels wereJ w eà|f( Br i)their' colors and 
the eighwoiffiWrentury , developed 
skillful setting of gems still further. 
This period is noted for. the delicacy 
and exquisiteness. of ^JéweUëry, runnhig 
,from the; florid extntTOganicei of the 
loeo style to the more ' seyere sim- 
..^^-ity^;; , Louis XiV's reign. The 
ffi^Muenth > century riiarked - a direct 
coriteast-rèturnirig^^^ heavy 
work, ':. coarse . and . unlovely. Moian.

This is exactly a false 
doctrine. Lif« is not run on thAt basis, as we now- 
adays see more clearly than ever before. If we 
look about us we see that life, the world of affairs, 
histoiy, experience — whatever term you live — is 
ongoing stream, running always toward the future, 
always bringing new things, leaving off some 0I4 
things, yes, but rather joining new to old in ever- 
Sfcw coiubinatlons and patterns. And ihis oncom- 
ing stream of experience is always more or less un- 
predictable — wc never know what a day may 
bring forth. As we face this oncomhig stream ;we 
always have preferences; some things we liavi ber 
forethnes liked,, we wish them agahi or more of them 
for ourselves and our loved ones.

Modern 
education is the kind that consciously tries to fit 
this kind of ever oncoming,, ever shifting, pracari- 
ous stream ot life.

We strive to 
èontrol the situations as best we can. To do tbLt, 
we are alwayi thinking and contriving. We con-

In fact, as we are here conshicrin^ ' 
education. I think the traditional .school i.s little 
concerned : with education and often in inu'.:ii 
that It docs, it ccems an enemy to sucli 
an education.

Athletic in The Good Life 

HAVE postponed a discussion of athletics because 
I wanted to have a proper picture in which to 
fit in. Possibly we are now ready for it. We have 
seen that we honestly and avowedly mean to make 
life good and rich, Rood to live and enjoy. Wj are 
not selfish In this and ,we mean not to be short- 
sighted. We mean to run life, each one his own 
life, on a basis that, as best we can make it out. 
promises best In the long run for all concerned. In 
such a programme, we know, each from his own 
experience, that there come many slips and fail- 
ures. The present wish is often so enticing that 
in spite of a broader and better view beckoning 
us on, we may choose the near view, the prescrit 
pleasure. Just because it is near and present and 
ours. Education, then. If It Is to help -he really 
good and reasonably defensible life prevail over 
mere present impulse must work in season and out 
to that end. Our problem then is: What athletics 
as part of education can do to help in thus making 
life better. 

Before we come to closer grips with the problem 
of athletics, one further thhig must be said. When 
we confront a situation and respond to it, the whole 
organism in a true sense and degree co-operates 
in the response. When a boy Is trying In a basket- 
ball game to put the ball in the basket, he is not 
simply moving his orms. His whole body is co- 
operatlnr, so to speak, with his arms. • Probably 
every muscle in his body, and all their correlative 
fibres, are engaged in a co-operative effort to get 
that ball into that basket here and how. But this 
Is still not all; the boy is thinking as hard as ever 
he can of all the pertinent factors in the case, 
where he is with reference to. the goal, where the 
other players arc, both team-mates to help, and op- 
ponents to hinder, and how they are all placed with 
reference to his proposed play. And in this, îertahi 
players stand out, to his mind. One opponent is 
particularly capable; the baU must get by him. 

Nor arc body and mind all that are engaged 
Ui this one act. This boy Is feeling all the excite- 
ment of the occasion. What are these feelings? 
Is it anything to win, even including unfair tactics 
if he can get away with it? Is he feeling a general 
rivah7 that would rather lose the game than make 
an unfair play? Or is he so Intent on winning that 
hate and unfairness find full sway? Mind, soul 
and body, all that the boy has, so far as It is now 
pertinently organized in him for effectual action. 
Is engaged in that one act. And — be sure of this 
—the learning effects extend as far as does the re- 
sponding. As he is responding all over and through, 
so he Is building, or rebuilding; himself all over and 
through; Bodily movements, thinking, feeling, 
glands of Internal secretion — all co-operate to 
make the act à success, and learning^.çiçcompanlcs 
accordingly. All that co-openteditoward.. success 
—as the boy sees it— is Jolned^tb'e^better'^together 
for future co-operation for a like purpose next time. 
The -leamlhg effect depends- on what the boy puts 
Into the act .and how well he Is satisfied with the 
Iptcôme.

Responsibility of The Educater 

WHAT, THEN shall we say is the part played 
by athletics In education? . It is exactly the part 
played by athletics in the boy's life. And here la 
it true that as one .thinksth hi 'hls-heart, so is 
he and so even stronger does he become. ■ Do those 
who have to do with athletics use athletics to help 
the boys think, ever better and more defensively 
about life and athletics and the part of athletics 
in life? If not, they are failing hi their moral 
duty as educators and are likely mis-educathig 
these boys. Do they say in defense that they are 
coaches and as such have to teach boys and girls 
how to play the game that morals and life and 
thinking lie outside of their Jobs? If so, they arc 
like the man told of recently in the papers who 
practised , shooting his rifle at a target hung in his 
New York apartment bouse whidow. He was prac- 
tlstag shooting; it' was nothing to . Khh * thât the 
bullets shot up the people in the apartment acros." 
the court. But the law holds each one responsible 
for all the foreseeable consequences • of his acts 
Tills man should have thought. If coaches can 
'reasonably foresee consequences to morals — and 
they can — then they are as moraUyiresponslble 
for all these consequences as .,f «s|tnisun§i} for his 
bullets. They can no more shuCItbëiîS^esito these 
moial results than could this maa^.lgnbre ' what his 
bullets^ did. 

Ttiis Is the essence of education, that, the whole 
personality is affected by all that one does. And 
education Is responsible for all the effects so far 
as they can be dlscoverèd and controlled. Tl»c 
obligation, too, is on all concerned: On the super- 
hitendent of schools and on the prhiolpal of the 
school as to how they see athletics. On the citi- 
zens' and newspapermen and how they use their 
hifluence. On the prhiclpal and teachers as to 
what kind of school sph-it they try to build. On 
the coaches and on those who train coaches as to 
what ideals actually uphold ahd what practices they 
advocate. On the boys and girls as whether they 
thtak and do the best they can. •

WEIAT NOW about health, and hitegratlon of 
personality, and the better thlnkhig? a Keep in 
mind that- all these are for making life better to 
live as we face the ever new and shifting scene that 
life presents. AU who are concerned with directing 
education r- principal, coach and all — -should 
isk themselves: Are we considering , all the chil- 
dren Under our carç as we provide aiid encourage 
ithletlcs, or are we concerned only with a few? .As 
we provide public contests, are we really seeking 
indefensible educational effects or . are we simply 
putthig on a popular phow Irrespective of educa- 
Uonal effects? When we do have contests, do we 
put all the responslbUlty on the boys that they can 
îdùcatively carry, or do the coaches take so much 
Dn themselves that the boys' educatlon is sacrificed 
to victory and td the reputation of the coach? Do 
tie icncirtef ihct clvrys the v.hole child, the: 
whole boy, is involved and that always we are 
building not only body but mhid and morals as 
well? Do we hi season and out, work always for 
the fullest, feasible consideration by the boys and 
girls of what they are about, that they may choose 
wisely what they wUl play and when and how, so.

'.nalght they can get? 

If we can answer these questions satisfactorily 
we ïire — in my Judgment — giving athletics their 
proper place in modern education.

Progress Of Atomic 
ExperimentationAnd 
Discovery Outlined

nest Rutherford was particularly active 

hi this phase of atomic study. 
Important Theories 
In the early years of the twentieth 
century Thompson forniùlàted^à theory 
that the atom was a sphere of elec- 
tricity composed of electrons and he 
calculated how many electrons^-there 
were in the atom of certain elements. 
Shortly after this advances were made 
In the study of the discharge of elec- 
tricity through gases at low pressure 
and X-rays were en>ployed in study- 
ing crystals. In addition, DuMoyer 
made several hnportant discoveries re- 
garding molecular rays. , 

Rutherford's work in the realm of 
atomic discovery culminated In 1911 
in his statement of a theory whicti 
has been the basis for all work slilce 
then and is now as defhiitely estab- 
lished as any scientific statement. His 
theory is that the atom consists of 
a nucleus of protons, around which 
are electrons, dependhig in number on 
the charge of the nucleus. 

Very little is known about the nu- 
cleus except that It Is composed of 
alpha rays, protons, electrons and neu- 
trons. The electrons behave as though 
in trains of waves which move in 
circles or ellipses around the nucleus. 
An interesting fact concerning these 
ch-cles or ellipses Is that they will ar; 
range themselves in definite order 
when subjected to an electric or mkg' 
nétlc field.

Metal Chamber 
Used As Lung 

Madison, Wis.— A huge me);al box 
which not only solves the problem oi 
maintaining continuous artificial res< 
priatlon for long periods of time In 
cases in which the human breathing 
mechanism is paralyzed, but which is 
also constantly available for treat 
ment of otlier diseases where the pa 
tient can breath normally but the 
lungs do not have the ablhty to gèt 
enough oxygen from the air, is now 
ready for use at the General Hospi- 
tal in that Institution's fight to save 
lives and relieve suffering among 
Wisconsin's eltltens. 

Scientifically called an artificial 
respirator, the machine has t>ecn 
built entirely in the university ma; 
chine shops. Constructed along the 
lines of a device whicii' was rccchtly 
perfèçted by Dr. Philip Drinker, phy 
siciah at an eastern imiversity, the 
machine built here has beén m'ôdf- 
fiéd'to'act not only as an artificial 
respirator, but also as an oxygen 
chamber, accordhig to Dean O. R, 
Bardcen of tho Medical school, who 
points out that much crédit is . due 
J. S. Hippie, Medical school mechan- 
ician, for his ability to combine in 
one machine all the facilities for 
both artificial rcsphration and ,oxy-„ 
gen therapy. 

Overcomes Fanlyiis 

The metal box satlsfactokly ans 
wers the problem of maintaining con- 
tinuous artificial respiration for lotig 
periods of time in the treatment pt 
those conditions such as infantile 
paralysis, narcotic drugs and gas poi 
soning, electric shock, and drownings 
in which the respiratory mechanism 
Is paralyzed, Dr Bardecn said. in ex- 
plaUiing the operation of the .mach- 
ine. ' . 

In a large percentage of the cases, 
recovery of the patient will occur if 
this temporary aid is given, he states. 
Many methods have been tried am- 
ong them the puhnotor and manual 
compression of the crest by the Sha 
efer prone pressure method. These 
methods are either not satisfactory 
or too laborious for the treatment 
of hifantile paraly&ls, particularly 
where normal resphation thay not be 
resumed, for r weeks or mbnths. 
Tlirbugh' the' use of the device per- 
fected by Dr. Drinker, withhi the 
last few years many patients have 
been saved who would otherwise have 
succumbed.

Duchess of Atholl on December 15th last. The trip was organized and 
conducted by the Red Birds Ski Club and was made possible by indivi- 
dual contributions from the members of the team, the RBS.C, the gen- 
erosity of certain Montreal sportsmen, and of Alexander Keiller — past 
president of the Ski Club of Great Erltain. , The object of the trip was 
to repay the visit of, the Oxford and Cambridgq ski teams who came to 
Canada a year ago, by competing against their cmbined team at St. 
Moritz, Switzerland, and als6 to participate in the International Univer- 
sity ski meet, which was behig held at the same place from January 6th- 
8th. Four graduates, including the president and vice-president of the 
Red Birds, accompanied the team, the party being in' charge of Stirling 
Maxwell, who was ably assisted by Fred Taylor in making, all necessary 
arrangements Harry Pangman. Olympic runner, was appointed honorary 
coach in cliai ge of cross-country, and George Jost took charge of the sla- 
lom training. . • , • 

Most of us prefer to forget the details of the voyage' across, it being 
typical of the worst kind of winter crossing. A dull, overcast sky, huge 
rollers, and a wind that whipped the tops of the waves into spray char- 
acterized the crossing. >The ship rolled to such an angle that it appeared 
it would never come back. The three of us who remained at dinner one 
night witnessed an extraordinary scene, as the contents of every table in 
the room were thrown to the floor and scuttled across the room to pile up 
a mass of broken crockery against the side of the ship. Chairs broke 
loose from their moorings and smashed against tables, whilst the stew- 
ards held perilously to posts and other fixed objects.

The gymnasium classes, which wc liad 
started in order to keep in shape, were oboiidoned, it being impossible to 
stand without holding on. . v *^ 

It was a weàry biinch of travellers that piled out into the gray dawn 
as the sliip' dropped anchor at Greenoch on the 23rd of December. The 
C.P.R. had s«nt a man from London to meet us, and we wore shortly to 
see how smoothly the great transportation machine can be made to work 
under the hand o? a master. 

The ship wa? half-an-hour late, which meant that we would miss the 
last regular train to Glasgow and the boat special would be. too late to 
enable us to catch the Hoyal Scot to London - which, in turn, was the 
last train to make connections with the train from London to the Chan- 
nel steamer. We faced the prospect of wasting a whole day en route, of 
spending Christmas in a dirty Continental train and, worst of all, losing 
a day ot.our all top short training period in SwItzeriBriii ' ■
